Priority 

1. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d) 
based upon an application filed in Australia on 1 1/24/1998. A claim for priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) cannot be based on said application, since the United States application was 
filed more than twelve months thereafter.

Claim Objections 

4 The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR , .126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
cancded, the remaining claims must no, he renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecuuvely beginning wi«„ the number next foUowing the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
Misnumbered claims 29-60 been renumbered 30-61 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 VSC§102

Adams (US 5,882,261). 

Adams discloses a video display (column 4, hues 46-53, for a hybrid rotating wheel and 
pinandbal, game m which the p,ayer activates (column 2, hues 3,), he motion of the wheels and 

the ball.

8 . Claims 1 5-17, and 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Krise ct al. (US 5,788,230) in view of Adams. 

Krise discloses a hybrid spinning reel and pin and ball game with targets, but does no. 

disclose a video display. 

Adams teaches a video display for a hybrid rotating wheel and pin and ball game. 

Therefore, i, would have been obvious for one of ordinary ski.! in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the game of Krise et al. in the video display of Adams. 

Doing so would require less maintenance (Krise e. a!, column 1 , lines 36-44). 

Conclusion
